Not many Now Yorkers buvo ever 
card of the "Church of the R.ngp'ick 


In the neighborhood of Roosevelt 


reet, where H is located, this is the 
uniliar name of tho Roman Catholic 
lurch of St. Joachim, of which Father 
irieini is the pastor. The members arc 
•ahans exclusively, inhabiumts of the 
ensely populated district roundabout, 
ud as some of them are ragpickers and 
ave reined the lower half of the church 


the btorage of their goods the nick- 


ame which designates tlie church as 


ptculiur place of worship of thi* 


.ass came into use. 
Years a?;o, when Roosevelt street was 
ot so squalid and Ub overflowing1 with 
aman beings as it is today, this church 
iclonged to a ilethodist Episcopal cou- 
rega^ion. There were merchants., solid 
en of down town New York, living 
tiere, and the neighborhood was eiiri- 
eutly respectable. 
Now the church stands with a cheap 
)dging house on one side and a, t}*pical 
.um grocery &tore on the other. A uest 
f tough "iiloona are near by, up and 
own the street. Organized in 1888, the 
taliun population theieabouta grew so 
apidly within a rmlms of a mile that 
16 church has now one of the largest 
ongregations in the city. 
The building is of brick and is dingy 
nd dirty. It is only by standing across 


street that you can see a small cross I 


n the roof, the only thing about tho 
; 


difice that .suggests its religious charac- : 
er. Looking in on tlia first floor, you will ' 
•itness a ctnous spectacle. The wholo 
epth and bieadth of the floor is filled 
itb rugs. Raj/h loose, rags in piles and 
gs in ba'es ready fur shipping are all 
bout. Big cranes and chains for lioist- 
npj purposes run heiu and there. Half 
uned m these piled of rags are men, 
vomen and children—the men and woiii- 
n busy iissortmgrags audthe fat, brown 


ugsters tumbling about iii play or 


leoping, as the caoe may be. 


It is the biggest rugbhop in this city, 
t is wholesale and reLaU in the sense 
hat here the individual ragpicker-*] of 
he town -hspobo of their wares, which 
are assorted diu* baled and sold for man- 
ufacturing purposes. Tho pastor of St. 
'chirn's route ibis lower floor to tho 
oinpany that conducts this rag business 
at a good rental, and indeed were it not 
or that; the mission would suHer. 
Italians arc very jiractical about their 
ehgion, whun tney c iry for it at all, and 
hey are very slow at contributing to the 
upport of elm church arid expect a good 
leal of ifligwii for a very little money. 


The church piuper is on tlie floor over

He settles 
their disputes ufc all sorts, from, business 
differences to lovers' quarrels. 


One trouble the pru st has to contend 


with is the manner in \\hich his charges 
jet martied. Coming fruui Italy, where 
civil marriages arc the proper thing, the 
Italians believe that the baino laws ob- 
tain here. AH a re^ull; tha Italian quar- 
ter is filled with professional marriage 
brokers and matchmakers. 


Tliey bring couples together for a fee, 


then bteer them to the city hall, where 
two men have for years done a steady 
business securing aldermen to marry 
couples, in getting ceitincates for them 
anol arranging all the details of city hall 
weddings. Father Vinciui tries to im- 
press upoa his people t hat he will marry 
them for nothing at all, but they still 
flock to tho city hall.
